AMONG THE PUBLISHERS. 

French, polish. French polish is variously 
made. Two pounds of shellac dissolved in one 

gallon of spirits of wine, without heat, make an 
excellent composition. Another recipe is 1 
pint of spirits of wine, 1-4 ounce of gum copal, 
1-4 ounce of gum arabic, and 1 ounce of shellac. 
Place the spirits and gums together, closely 
corked, near a fire and in a few days they will 
be dissolved. Strain through a piece of muslin 
and keep corked tight. In varnishing recesses 
or carved work, where the surface is difficult to 
reach with the rubber, a thick spirit varnish, 
made with or without lac. of the usual resins, is 
applied with a brush or hair pencil. 

Carving. The choicest foreign carving on 
pianos and other articles of furniture is 
"grounded out" — that is to say, sunk into the 
wood as it should be in all large, flat surfaces 
of articles .intended for real use. The French 
carvers produce light-sunk carved work on 
their cases very sparingly, with exquisite effect. 
Much of our carving is too much In the Indian 
fashion. Gold and coloring are also by this 
means preserved from injury. 

Chinese and Japanese have always been 
famous for the beautiful colors they give their 
textiles and other manufactures, and the 
peculiar quality of a certain green color that 
undergoes no change in artificial light. It 
appears that the Chinese green, at least, is 
derived from a certain plant — not from a mix- 
ture of yellow and blue — which may account 
for this unchangeableness. 

Size for oil gilding*. Grind calcined red 
ochre with the best and oldest drying oil, and 
mix it with a little oil of turpentine when 
used. After giving a coat of parchment size, 
apply the above, and when Blightly sticky, 
apply the gold leaf, in half an hour washing 
off the superfluous gold with sponge and 
water. When dry, varnish with copal varnish. 

There are many of our wild plants, weeds 
of the earth and of the water, which are pe- 
culiarly adapted to the designers of textiles, 
varying in almost every 6hade, from yellow- 
green to bronze, supplying at once gradations 
of color as well as beauties of form. 

Cabinets appear in elegant shrine forms, 
the details of carving and the artistic locks be- 
ing similar to those of cathedral shrines in Eu- 
rope, but the roof is made sloping, thus doing 
away with the heaviness accompanying square 
furniture. 

Tnere are many eccentricities in the han- 
dles of canes, which include miniature sword 
handles, handles shaped like champagne cork&, 
niello work, or Japanese inlays of different 
metals. 

A wall bracket, plainly lacquered, and 
simply constructed of half and quarter circles, 
is pleasingly ornamented by supports at back 
of two gilded heraldic lions rampant. 

Colors will influence each other to the 

sight, even if they are not contiguous, es- 
pecially if in a parallel line to each other. 

Toilet tables, chairs and cabinets, are 
again being made of papier mache'.
